And therefore ſiies LaQantins, Religio, Majeſtas, Honor 
met conrffant ; where Religion is negle&ed, coniuſion en- 
ters, nor can Religion ſub{ilt without feare,for what is not 
feared, is contemned ; what is contemaed , is not wor- 
ſhipped ; Religion, Majeſty, and Honour ; the Religi- 
on of God, the Majcſty of the King, the Honour of the 
Nobility are all preſerved by feare; take away feare , and 
take away all. 

This age, this miſerable age, this work of ages gives us 
too ſad and feeling an example of it ; The Kingdome of 
England bath loſt Religion , the King of England hath 
loſt his Majefty, (but for a while, Ihope in God it will be 

, found againe) The Nobility of England have loſt their 
Honour, and all this becauſe the Reformers and L-yellers 
of England have loſt their feare, the feare of God. 

St. Bernard , adviſes moſt divinely , Cum adeſt gratia, 
time,ne non digne operreis ex ea; [ubſtralta gratia nag time, 
quia te relinquit cuftodiatua , ſiredierit gratia,multo amplizes 
r1me, ne forts contingat pacis excidinm ; It grace be preſent

Doe you but diſtinguiſh of the ſabje&, Feare, and 
looke upon the objeR, what the blefled man feareth, and 
feareth not ; and you will preſently confefſe, there is 
neithcr eAdaxie, nor Paradox in this Charater, Hee 
—_— not , in this Prohibition; hee ſhall not bee a- 
raid. 

Some have diſtinguiſhed Feare into fx ſorts : Firſt, 
Naturall, which reſveRts Being, and is io all Creatures ; 
Hoc nature eſt reſugere corruptionem propter natarale deſi= 
derixm eſſendi; Every thing natur4lly delires to bee, and 
by inſtin& of nature ſhuas dettruftion : Szcondly, Hu» 
mane, which reſpe&s Life, and is in all men, Humanum 
eſt vivendi defiderium di ſſolvendiChriſtianum: As a man,Saint 
Paul deſired to live ; asa Cnriſtiar, Saint Pal deſired 
to be diflolved : Thirdly, Mundane, which reſpeRs Ri- 
ches, Liberty, and the like, and is in covetous and co» 
wardly wretches: Fourthly , Servile , which reſpeAts 
Puniſhment, and is in Slaves, Reprobates, Rebels, and 
Devils: Fithly, Injtizll, which refpeRs {inne, and is in 
all good Chriſtiars and loyall ſubjeRts : Sixthly, Flt» 
all, which reſpe&s God, and is in all noble Martyrs and 
glorious Saints. 

Your may contra@ theſe fix into two , V:z. Filiall, 
and Servile ; becauſe under Servile may bee compriſed 
Humane and Worldly ; and under Filiajl, Initiall , and 
Naturall. 

Filiall feare lookes upon God as a Father, and honours 
him, and is reſolved to honour him, though there ow 

neuher 
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neither Heaven nor Hell; no Heaven to reward-him, no 
Hell to torment him. | 

Servile feare lookes upon Godas a Judge, and ſhuns 
him; if nowand then in a fit he yeelds him any obedi- 
ence, it is Formidine pene, onely to avoide the puniſh- 
ment due tothe diſobedience. 

Filiall feare is an ornament and vertue of the Souls ; 
ſervile feare is a paſſion and diſtrefſe of the Soule ; fi- 
liall is a chaſte feare; ſervile, an adulterate : ſervile fear 
is in the reprobate both here and in Hell, Filiall feare 
iS inthe Regenerate, both in the Church militant and 
tryumphant z but not here as there, but in ſeverall con- 
fideratiors; here by two ations, Fagiendo malum, Faci- 
endo bonum, by eſchewing evill, and doiag good ; there 
onely by doing good ; | 

Per ficietur in patrii , non abolebitar reverentia timorts , 
non minuitur, ſed angetur, ſayes Szint eAuſtin , Reveren- 
tiall feare ſhall not bee diminiſhed in Heaven, but 1n- 
creaſed : It ſhall not bee aboliſhed, but perfeRed : Ser- 
vile feare is not in them, not in them at all ſo farre as 
they aie Regenerate ; as men they may feare their lives, 
aS covetous they may feare their eſtates, as carnall they 
may fcare their liberties ; but hee that feares the loſfe of 
either Liberty, Eſtate, or Life, can never bee good Sol- 
dicr, or loyall ſudjeR, can never be good Chriſtian, or 
Gods ſervant ; be may feare God, as God is juſt, and fo 
feare isa paſſion and diſtreſle of the ſoule; he does not 
feare God as God is good, for ſo feare 1s a grace and or- 
nament of the ſcule, 

As feare is a paſſion of the ſoule, you may underſtand 
that ſpeech of Saint oh ; Many of the Rulers beleeved 
io Chriſt, but for feare of the Jewes they did not con- JÞ. 12.42. 
feſſe him, leſt they (hould be put out of the Synagogue; 
for they loved the praiſe of men more then the praiſe of 
God: I may add, They feared the injuſtice and puniſh- 
ment of men more then the juſtice and chaſtiſement of 
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[| Matth.10. 38. God;and therfore ſayes cal toe not them which kil the 
| Body,but are not able to kill the ſoule,bnt;rather feare him, 
li who isable to deſtroy both ſoule and body in hell : 
The words inthe Originall are worth your obſerva- 
tion ; Feare not them «mmrrerdywy 75 we, that doe kill 
the body ; Itisnot ſayd, Them that can, but, them that 
doe; they may do ſuch a thing by'/a permiſſive power, they 
cannot doe it by any inherent, any native or nztural power; 
Tu No ogg pl dovanirar exmmriver, but the ſoule they 
may not, they cannot ; they neither may nor can kill the 
ſoule: 281217: Sf wivor ry Jorauie x , Jozyr 1 wha amen 
iow 3 but rather feare him who hath power to deſtroy

I wiſh the Renegado's of this age ſeriouſly to confi- 
der theſe Texts; thoſe men I meane, who ſery-d the 
King, and tarryed with him fo long as the ſun ſhined, 
and the weather was calme; but ſo ſoone as ever the 
raine began to fall, and the w ndes to blow, they pre- : 
ſently ran away to compound & ſave ſomething, a little 
wealth, and ſome few dayes, but they forget God can and 
will deſtroy both ſoule and body in Hell. | 
Yes, He both can and will, without a great deale of 
repentance: for their finne is farre more deſperate then 
the firſt Rebels; they ran into the finne ont of ra ſhneſſe 
and incoofiderately ; but theſe men have put God into 
one ſcale, and the World into another; and therefore 
to them belongs that miſerable Doome , The feirefull 
POC.

Solomon (ayes, Feare God and the King, Saint Peter , p.. .. 
is at the-ſ:me, Feare Gcd and honour the King ; Saint 
Panl is at it for conſcience ſake , Bee ſabjeR to the R9=- 13+ 5 
higher powers, not onely for wrath, but conſcience 
ſake; And is the ſonne of David againſt it there ? Feare 
not them that kill the body : and is the Father of Chriſt 
againſt it here ? Feare not any evil tydings, not the wrath 
of Kings ? 

No, at no hand; This is no abſolute, no generall pro- 
hibition, but onely a limitted and comparative ; God is 
to be feared, andthe Kingis to be feared ; where their 
commands are not in oppofition, Feare belongs tothem 
both, both naturall feare and filiall feare ; But when 
they ſtand in competition, where my obeying the King 
will diſhonour my God, where my fearing the King will 
diſpleaſe my God; where finne is the ſabje& of a Ty- 
rants command, and Gods Law muſt thereby be tranf- 
greſſed, I am then at the Apoltles refolation, Whether Aa, 
it be fit to obey Lzod or man, judge you : I am then at 
Kivg Davids blefied man, I feare God, I feare not any 
evill tydiogs.

Thus Shemes is called a Raylor for ſpeaking evill of the 
King , thus Doeg 1s called an Acculer , for belying the 
Lords annoynted, and his Prieſts : Thus eAb/o/on and 
cAchitophell are called Conſpirators, the one for taking 
Armes, the other for giving counſell againſt their Sa- 
veraigne - Thus Corah, Dathan, and eAbiron, and all 
their followers, ſuch as riſe againſt their King, upon 
-pretence that hee ſtretches his Prerogative too tigh, are 
called Rebellr, 

Bur they that feare God, and all Loyall SubjeQs doe 
feare God, feare no ſuch aſperſions : If they are caſt 
upon them by evill tongues, they readily anſwer them 
as Saint «Avſten did Petilian upon a like ſcandall, I 
know no ſuch thing by my felfe, and I thinke I know 
my ſelfe better then hee knowes me , but beleeve you 
whom you pleafe, him or my: ſelfe, I am not afraid of 
theſe evill tydiogs,

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3. Sometimes Evil] A.-A fignifie Dangers and 
Calamities, obs meſſengers; one teils us our Cattell

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Looke we upon a Loyall | ANN who not withRan- 
ding the improbabllity of reliefe, and the continuation 
of an hard Seige, acd the multiplication of a cruzll E- 
nemy, was yet reſolved to feare nothing , but to come 
cf with ſo much honour, asto leave none behind him 
for his enemy: | | 

Looke wee upon an undaunted Arandell, who being 
furmoned to deliver up the remainder 1n the eſt , 
and allured therennto, decauſe the Kings party was ut- 
teriy defeated; returnedan anſwer as, full of Reſolution, 
as R:ligion, as full of courage as Chriſtianity, and ſuch 
as became both a Soldier and. a Chriſtian, { have lived 
wntainted theſe threeſcere and ſeaven yeares, and I have nc: 
now any minde to go a Rebell to my grave. 

Remember 1f you revoit , you turns Rebells, and 
if you dye in that Apoſtacy, you dye Rebells, and 
leave an Odinm pon your Name, and a Curſe upon your 
Eſtates. | 

Looke wee upon thoſe Gentlemen , but looke wee n- 

them with the eycesSof charity and imitation , who at 
the laſt of all went from Portſmouth and Exeter to Ox- 
ford ; what carryed them ſo many a weary (teppe-, when 
they mizht have lived quietly there, or have gone ſafely to 
their owne habitation , butthe exzmpleof a Loyal Wag- 
ffaf, ani the feare of being tempted intoa Rebellion, 
 andadefire to live anddye in his Majeſties ſerviee? 

I ccu'd tell you of many more, who have choſe rather 
to live in Exile, io Prifon, in Poverty, then any way 
to comply or compound with the enemy.; having yeta 
hope above reafon, but not without faith, that God will at 
laſt arife, and acknowledge his awne cauſe,and maintaine 
it , andremember how the fooliſh man hath blaſphemed 
hjm. 
And that God may owne bis cauſe, looke wee wpor his 
Majeſty; who'lvotwithſtanding ſo mary waves of the. ſea, 


. andſo much madnefſe: of the people 19 the lofle. of all, 
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end aboveall, in the nnreaſonableneſſe of Pcopolitions, is 
yet fo farre from being afcaid of any evill tydings, that he 
yet doudts not to recover all, at lealt to requite all our mi- 
{:ries with the bleſſing of peace, and honourable conditi- 
ONS. | 

and that God may blefſe him in theſe undertakings with 
{accelle ; looke wee upon him with admiration for his 
conſtancy and perſeverance ; looke wee upon him with 
imitation for his patience, and purſuing Peace ; looke we 
upon him with ſighs and teares, that Hec ſo good a King, 
ſhould have ſo bad SubjeRs ; looke wee upon him with 
Loyalty and contribution , and make ita caſe of conſci- 
ence , whether when heundertakes ſo many hazards for 
us aS his former journey to the Scots did, and bis preſent 
retirement, God knowes whither, preſents him with,it be 
not 2 riling fin for us to murmure ,* or tor any of our Party 
to feare ; whether it be not afinin every one of us to 
{pend a penny upon our ſuperflaities , now hee wants fo 
many for his owne, and oururgent neceſlities ; Hut eſpe- 
cially looke wee upon bim with prayers and ſupplications, 
that God would blefle his pious Oratory witha grations 
peace, or by an unexpeRed ſupply with a glorious vio- 
ry. X 

And doubt not , but that God, who in a like expedition 
returned him ſzfe from a Spaniſh Treachery , and delive- 

| red him from thepawe of the Beare, and Beaſts of ra- 
vine, will alſo preſerve him from an Engliſh Conſpiracy, 
and deliver him fromthe Talon of the Eagle , and Birds 
of Prey. 

If he miſcarry 1n one or both, blame not the goodneſſe 
of his Cauſe or Perſon , but the badnefle of our ſelves, 
the falſenefſe of our hearts, and the faintnefle of our 
Prayers. 

Never Was a better Cauſe ſince the World began - No 
not in the Primitive Perfecutions ; for then Heathen Em- 
perours perſecuted Chriſtian SubjeRs : But now _

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then Subjeds under Chin! names perſecute the beſt 
of Chriſtian Kings; and if ſucha Cauſe periſh , wee mutt 
conclude our ſelves the worlt of. People fince «Ldam be- 
gat (aire : Never was a better King , no not in Iſrae}, 
ſetting aſide the ſpirit of Propheſie , King David hinſclfe 
carnot cu:vyehim for goodneſſe , andif hee and wee 
periſh, itis not becauſe bee, but wee have done wicked- 


King David was a man after Gods owne heart ; and 
is not King Caries ſotoo ? The reaſon Lam lure is alike 
for both z Confirmatum enim eſ} cor ejus ; for his heart tan- 
deth faſt, believing in the Lord, | 

It is my third conſideration : 2 are non timet ab andi- 
tumalo ? Why he that feareth God feareth not any evill 
tidings ? Paratum eft cor ejus, confirmatum eff cor ejus , ſtabili= 
cameſt cor ejzs,rexd it which way you pleaſe, his heart ſtand 
eth faſt, and believethin the Lord , his heart is prepared 
to believe in the Lord. - 

And heere the very obje&, Lord, is enough to make 
our heart to ſtand faſt, and beliove. 

Were it but 'E/, there were a Magazine of ſtrength 
in that, and wee ſhall bave rcliefe enough, if wee believe 
in Himas Hee is a ſtrong God. 


Were it but Shaddai , there is a Panacee of ſufficiency 
' In that, and wee ſhall have ſuccour enough, if we believe 
in Him as Hee is God eAl- ſufficient. | 


Were it but £/ion,there is a Mountaine of Hope 1n that, 
and wee ſhall have ſupply enough , if our heart Rtandeth 
faſt in Him 3s Hee is the oft high God, 


Were it but T/ebaorh., there is an Army of Protection 
in that , and weeſhall have victory enough, if onr heart 
ſtandeth faſt and believeth in Him as Hee is the Lordof 


Heſs, | 
Were 
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Were it but eFdonai , there isa Rocke of Prefervation 
in that, and wee ſhall be upheld enough, if wee believe in 
Him zs he is the ſtrong Foundation, 


But it is more then allthis ; for it is febovah, the moſt 
efſentiall and excellent name of God ; If EZ, implies bis 
Ommipotency ; If Elios implies his Soverarignety ; If 
Shaddas implics his /mmutability ; If T/ebaoth implies bis 
trreſiſtability ; Tf Adonas implyes his Fidelity ; fare I am 
Zebovah implies them all , whether you take it in the con- 
ftruction of our owne Divines , orinthe Derivation of 
others, 


In the Conſtrution of cur owne Divines it Hgnifies 
rhkree things :- Firſt!, Habereefſe aſc ip/o, rhat hee bath his 
Being of himſelfe : Secondly, Dare effe emnib:s, that hee 
Lives a being to all things that be : Tinrdly , Dare efſe 
verbo , that he gives a being to his word, and wee there- 
fore neede not feare , if wee believe the truth ot his 
word , but he will give Rebells their dae, and ſettle the 

Crowneto flouriſh upon the Kings head. 


Or if you take.the meaning of Fehoveb, in the derivati- 
on of other, eitker with O/zaſter , asit is derived from Ho-

{ell of Achitophell by the counter- counſell of Hufv4s ;

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He& wall give our Enemies to (clfe-deſtru&ion, as he 


did eMNimelerh, and the honſe of His: or Hee will 


call back our enemies by ſtrange rumours, as he did the 
Aſſiryans. 


All theſe wayes, and many mote, God' can doe it, fo 
that wee need not bee afraidof any evill tydings, and 
Hee will be perfwaded to doe it, if we feare him, for 
when wee feare him, then, as it was when the Diltator 
raled in Rome, all other offices ceaſed : ſo when the feare 
of God'is in ub, then all other feares vahifh. 


* This was acknowledged by that once magnanimous 
Earle of Effex, but afterwards the Rebell Father of 
a Rebell Sonne ; ſometimes fayd hee. When I have 
beene in the Field, and encountered the Enemy, the 
weight of my finnes have lyen ſo heavy upon my con- 
ſcience, becauſe I was not reconciled to my God, that 
my Spirits were quelled, andI bave beene the moſt ti- 


merous man upon the carth. 


I wiſh our Gentlemen of the Sword, if ever the 
King hath occaſion to uſe them againe, that they wguld 
not batter our Walls more within by finne, then the 
Enemy can doe without by Guns; that they wonld not 
ſtorme themſelves more by oathes, and ruine themſel yes 
more by mutining , and undoe themſelves more by 
Treachery, then an Enemy can by ſtrength ; and you 
that-heare-mee this day, Let your hearts ſtand faſt, and 
beleeve in the Lod : And that our hearts may, and 
that the heart of the King may, Pray wee for him and 


for our ſelves.
